Research workers have emphasized 


the iinportMice of an adequate supply 
of minerals, such as calcium and phos- 
phorus, and particularly of ' vitamins 
A, C and D, for the proper develop- 
ment of sound teeth. Such essentials 
ars includedJfli a diet which provides 
plenty of milk daily or its equivalent 
^n Butter or cheese, eggs, leafy green 
vegetables, and fresh fruit. 


Tor growing babies this is supple- 


mented, of course, by cod liver oil. 


Many doctors and dentists feel that 


coarse foods strengthen the jaws and 
help to harden the gums. .When a 
new to»th is coming in, the coarse 
foods serve as a resistance against 
which the guinjs may work, to permit 
the teeth to cut their way through. 


Among the substances in the diet 


most likely to be deficient, calcium is 
most prominent. Phosphorus is found 
\rith a fair, amount of abundance in 
the tissue of meat and eggs. Milk is 
the bsst source of calcium, as are also 
milk products, such as- cheese. 
, It ia necessary, however, to have 
both vitamins A and D in sufficient 
amousts. to make certain that the

orange and tomato juice, as well as 
in other fruit juices. 


Until the first teeth of the baby 


appear, the mouth does well if it is let 
alone. After the first teeth appear, 
the gums and teeth may be wiped each 
day with a soft clean cloth dipped in 
water, to which a little salt has been 
added. This should be done very 
gently because of the tender character 
of the tissues of the child. 


At about 18 months, a soft brush 


may be substituted for the soft cloth. 
As the child becomes older, it should 
be taught to take pride in the appear- 
ance of its teeth and to learn to brush I 
them for itself each morning and each 
evening. 


If the child likes the taste of tooth 


paste, it may have tooth paste. If it 
prefers water with a little salt, it 
should be given that solution. 


Most dentists feel that tooth pastes, 


tooth powders and similar prepara- 
tions are equally efficient so far as 
concerns any possibility of preventing 
infection. Their chief purpose is to 
cleanse and polish the teeth. 


Claims for prevention of acidity, or 


other simila-rmedical claims, are not 
warranted.

"Choose a Bright Morning" is an at- 


tack on dictatorship which, for its 
sharp httjnor and its imaginative pow- 
er, is about as effective as any I have 
yet read. 


It deals with an innocent American 


business mjiij who, enamored of the 
heroic life, wanders overseas to pre- 
sent a t;tat»e to a European dictator. 


Hfc is misunderstood and thrown in- 


to a concentration camp, where the 
innumerable beatings he undergoes 
only Increases his admiration for the 


hero-dictator. Released, he becomes 
the dictator's favorite. He stands by 
while the dictator, disturbed because 
there are no Jews in his country to 
persecute, designates every 20th citi- 
zen a Jew for purposes of anti-Semi- 
tism. 


He watches while this country ant 


its neighbor, .soon to go to war with 
each other, sign a trade agreement to 
promote the exchange of munitions 
and sssential rtw materials in advance 
of the conflict. He starts a fad by 
which devoted adherents of the dic- 
tator ga to concentration camps every 
^o often to refresh mind and body. 


And. 
all in all. he figures in a sa- 


tire which will leave you forever in- 
capable of taking Hitlers and Musso- 
linis quite as seriously as you are sup- 
posed to. 
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Let's Stop and Recall Just How Independence 


of Nation Was Won

FTER the last firecracker has been ex- 
ploded, the last politician hauled down 


from the flag-decked rostrum, and the last- 
caterpillar flicked out of the picnic salad, 
it might be a sound idea for Americans to 
commemorate Independence Day by giv- 
ing a thought or two to the manner in 
which their much-talked-of independence 
was gained. 


We do a great deal of orating about the 


valiant men who met in Philadelphia, 
about the blood-stained snows of Valley 
Forge, about the clear vision and iron will 
that carried that ragged army through 
seven years of war; but we seldom bother 
to reflect that there is a direct, present- 
day application in the way in which the 
patriots of 1776 connected the Declaration 
of Independence with the actual gaining 
of independence itself. 


They met there in Philadelphia and sat 


down to consider the state of the nation. 
They did a good deal of rather daring 
planning to set right the things that they 
found to be wrong. 


After they had done all that, they might 


conceivably have arranged to have all the 
deliberations printed, put on their hats 
and coats, and called it a day.

INSTEAD of which, however, they kept 
1 their hats and coats off. stuck their 
necks under the shadow of King George's 
hangman, got out on the firing line— 
both literally and figuratively—and set 
to work to make their fine vision an ac- 
complished fact. 


That, to be sure, was nothing but com- 


mon sense. And yet it is the kind of com- 
mon sense that sometimes seems to be 
very rare. 


We have a tendency these clays to as- 


sume that, once we have made the right 
sort of speeches and passed the proper 
kind of resolutions, nothing more needs 
to be done. 


We have some lovely sets of words, but 


we don't know how to fit action to them. 
We can sign declarations of independence, 
but we don't stick around for Valley 
Forge and Yorktown.

T isn't hard to pick out a few good ex- 
amples. 
Within the last few years, for instance, 


Americans innumerable have issued ring- 
ing declarations about the idiocy of per- 
mitting hunger to exist in a land of un- 
rivaled plenty; about otir dire need for an 
effective campaign to wipe out city slums;

he was running. 


But if there was no precedent for 


this specific omission, there was urn- 
iple example for the President's gcn- 
Icrnl text 
of 
non-partisan pleading. 


The Republicans did the same thing 
in their Cleveland platform, and nt 
the moment Roosevelt was writing his 
speech Republican Chairman Hamil- 
ton was warmly 
inviting a former 


Democratic presidential nominee, Al 
Smith, to campaign for Lanclon and 
Knox. 


All Very Confusing 


It is all very confusing to people 


who arc used to selecting their pol- 
itics by the old standard labels. 


Undoubtedly, among some politi- 


cians on both sides, there is plenty of 
pretense about it—plenty of talking 
about principles-above-party coupled 
with very definite and energetic ef- 
forts down underneath to oil up the 
same old party machinery which the 
spellbinders arc pretending to dis- 
card. 


Nevertheless, much of the cross- 


party 
appealing 
appears 
genuine 


enough. The obsolete character of the 
party divisions as they have existed 
in recent years is recognized by many 
intelligent public men. For various 
reasons they have found it very dif- 
ficult to get away from the old party 
names an dold party forms, but per- 
haps they arc on the way to at least a 
partial party realignment without that. 


Whatever else it docs, surely the 


present talk and effort must have its 


j effect on the young people especially. 
Few of them seem to have much in- 
grained regard for the traditions, and 


i when they hear party names disre- 
garded and the campaigning pitched to

be felt in future years.

igreat body of American citizens, this 
is it.
